PLANNING IN STRATHAM IN 1965 


At the annual Town Meeting held on March 9, 1964, 
the citizens of Stratham voted in favor of Articles 3-10 on 
the Town Warrant which articles provided for certain 
amendments to our Zoning and Land Use Ordinance recom- 
mended by the Planning Board after a comprehensive 
study of the ordinance. During the summer of 1965 the 
Zoning and Land Use Ordinance, Building Ordinance, and 
Land Sub-Division Control Regulations were re-printed for 
us by the State Department of Resources and Economic 
Development to reflect amendments in the Zoning and Land 
Use Ordinance made at this meeting. Copies of all three 
ordinances are available to any citizens who would like one 
and may be obtained from the Planning Board, Town Clerk, 
or Board of Selectmen. Further, the Town map was brought 
up to date and a copy of it incorporated in the booklet con- 
taining the three ordinances. 


The Planning Board recognizes the need for updating 
and clarifying our present Building Ordinance and has 
been studying the matter for some time. We expect to 
complete our study of this problem shortly and will un- 
doubtedly present a revised Building Ordinance to the 
Town for consideration at the 1967 Annual Town Meeting.

During the year we have kept abreast of developments 
in connections with the Seacoast Regional Plan and have 
had a number of meetings with personnel of the New Hamp- 
shire Seacoast Regional Development Association. Many of 
the programs now being thought of for the Seacoast Region, 
particularly the development of Great Bay, are of vital con- 
cern to the Town and we intend to keep in close touch with 
these programs as they develop. In this connection, we par- 
ticularly call to the attention of the citizens our request for 
a small appropriation by the Town to the New Hampshire 
Seacoast Regional Development Association. This appropria- 
tion, if approved, represents an investment in the future de- 
velopment of the Seacoast Region.

A MESSAGE FROM YOUR SCHOOL BOARD 


Stratham has voted and been accepted by State decree 
to be a member of the newly formed Exeter Area School. 
We have now an unlimited and solid contract to have all 
children provided with a Junior and Senior High School 
education, Grades 7 through 12 inclusive. We feel that this 
is an improvement to our education system as well as giving 
us some added representation in The Area School through 
an Area Schoo] Committee comprised of the sending district 
representatives. Our Stratham seventh grade’ will be trans- 
ferred to The Exeter Area Junior High as soon as facilities 
are voted and constructed in Exeter. It is hoped that this 
will be in operation in the fall of 1967. 


Stratham School District has been selected to participate 
in the Federally supported Title I program. A special school 
District meeting in December 1965 voted to apply for and 
accept this Title I appropriation. 


Our School District will receive $4,990.00 of Federal aid 
for this school year and each of the next two years if we 
can develop a new program of assistance for children who 
need extra help in their schooling. The Board has received 
initial State approval of a program which will offer psycho- 
logical testing, remedial reading, and speech therapy for 
the children who need assistance in any of these areas. Our 
regular achievement tests will make it possible for the teach- 
ers and our teacher consultant to choose the children who 
will benefit most from the program. We will ask the parents 
of these children for their permission. We believe that most 
of the work will be done during regular school hours. 
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The Board hopes that Mrs. Allen can be placed in charge 
of the program and that she will do the teaching of remedial 
reading for which she is in the process of being fully quali- 
fied. She would use at least one half of her time in this 
way and use the remaining part of her time as a non-teaching 
principal. A new 6th grade teacher must be found in order 
to free Mrs. Allen for this assignment. Dr. George Storm 
of Exeter will do the psychological testing — he is a pedia- 
trician who is specially trained in this work. The speech 
therapy will probably be done by a staff from the Ports- 
mouth Rehabilitation Center. 


Next year’s budget shows a total increase of $16,600 over 
the budget of the current year. Three large items account 
for this significant increase. 


1. $6,200 for the above described special program of 
which $4,990 will be paid to us by the Federal government 
and is listed as income under P.L. 89-10. 


2. $2,200 for salary increases for the regular teaching 
staff. 


3. $7,700 for increased tuition payments to Exeter. We 
are budgeting for 129 pupils, an increase of seven. Tuition 
rates have increased $45 in Junior High School and $30 in 
Senior High School.

It is gratifying to have the State Board of Education and the 
school districts of Brentwood, East Kingston, Exeter, Kensing- 
ton, Newfields and Stratham accept the AREA School Plan after 
several months cf study by the AREA Committee. This would 
appear to be a step forward in the direction of guaranteeing 
good education for the pupils in Grades 7-12 in these school 
districts. 

The Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 pro- 
vides funds for most school districts. Title 2 of the Act provides 
$8,000.00 for Supervisory Union 16 to purchase library books 
and materials and audio-visual materials. These must be shared 
by all of the schools, both private and public, in the Union. An 


application listing the materials desired was submitted early 
in December. 


Title 1 of the Act provides funds for approved programs for 
educationally deprived children for those districts which are 
eligible. Eligibility is based upon the number of families in a 
school district whose income was less than $2,000.00 a year 
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according to the 1960 Census and upon the number of welfare 
cases for dependent children in 1962. The school districts of 
Exeter, Greenland, Newfields and Stratham have had funds 
made available pending the approval of projects. 


Mrs. Naomi Beairsto and Mrs. Eleanor Senechal furnish a 
very good noon meal under the Hot Lunch Program. 


For a fuller understanding of what your school is offering 


the youth of your community, I urge you visit your school and 
obtain this information first-hand.
